A member of the Walker party that 
went to Alaska has written a letter to 
friends in Oakland. He says the party 
is now located at Coal Point. Kache- 
kenak bay, and the members are made 
very comfortable. Temporary houses 
have been erected and the miners have 
commenced work. Beldeu says that 
the men in the party have not bad to 
endure any hardships so far. The 
miners have commenced operations 
aud all the members of the party are j 
down to business. 

The town of Long Beacn had a nar¬ 
row escape from being wiped out by 
Are. It would have been but for the 
heroic efforts of a bucket brgia.ie, and 
an opporntne change of wind. The 
flames were oansed by the explosion of 
an oil stove in the seoond story of t.ie 
Lowe Block, one of the principal busi¬ 
ness houses of the town. A brisk wind 
was blowing from the ocean and caused 
the fire to spread rapidly. The Lowe 
Block and the Wilshire Building were 
totally destroyed, and W. W. Lowe’s 
residence and several other buildings 
were considerably damaged. The total 
loss was about |7,000. 

Seven Santa Barbara men who in¬ 
vested in land in Southwestern Nevada 
have returned from a first trip of in¬ 
spection. Instead ef being the para¬ 
dise represented they found it bleak 
and barren, ana part of their tract a 
worthless river bed. The agent is 
trying to adjust matters with them. 
About 10,000 acres bad been filed 
upon, a large number having in good 
faith paid their first installment of 35 
oents an acre and an additional quarter 
on every acre to the fellow for locating 
the lands. 


The Shepard ranch, Carpentaria, is 
shipping great quantities of straw¬ 
berries to Los Angeles. 

The Lemon Growers’ Exohange at 
Santa Barbara now numbers fifty mem¬ 
bers and is doing good work. 

Bids for the water works bonds of 
Ooeanside amounting to $3,000 will 
be received until the first of July. 

Samples of the surface croppings 
show richness, and the necessary filings 
will be made soon to secure the prop¬ 
erty. 

San Diego citizens in mass meeting 
passed resolutions asking Congress for 
the establishment in their harbor of a 
naval dry dock. 

A project ia under Way at San Diego 
for the erection of a large observatory 
and hotel on the snmmit of San Miguel 
near that city. 

The new Santa Fe depot at Elsinore 
as been finished. It is a handsome 
and commodious building and an oina-1 
ment to the town. 

Base and other fish to stock the Sao- 
ramento river lagoons are being secured 
from Cuyamaoa Lake, in the moun¬ 
tains above San Diego. 

Tbe coast road is graded to the 
Santa Ynez river and as soon as tbe 
viaduct is finished work will be com¬ 
menced on tbe big bridge. 

S. W. Gildersleeve, a pioneer, who 
oame around tbe Horn in 1849, died in 
Napa recently. He was a native of 
New York, and born in 1836. 

Los Angeles people are exoited over 
tbe news that Henry Bentley, late of 
Loe Angeles, is to wed Honors Town¬ 
send, "Queen of West Berkeley.” 
Bentley oame near being banged some 
years ago, for poisoning bis first wife, 
a Mrs. Nordbolt of Los Angela* 

Dr. William King, Health Officer of 
Chico, died in that city after * short 
illines. Dr. King was born at Charles-i 
ton on tbe Western Reserve, Ohio, 
March 4. 1816, being at tbe time of 
his death over 80 years of age. He 
was one of the best known citizens of I 
Cbioo. 

George Earnest Atkinson, President 
of tbe Christian Endeavor Union of 
the Market-street Congregational 
Cbu-cb, Oakland, is missing. The 
missing man is a student at tbe Theo¬ 
logical Seminary and Dr. MoLean has 
done all in his power to trace him, 
but with no result. 

A force of men have begun tbe work 
of constructing tbe Valley Railroad 
bridge across the San Joaqnin River at 
a point ten miles north of Fresno and 
two miles above Herndon. It is now 
expected that the road will reach 
Fresno some time in August, as prom¬ 
ised, so this year's crops can be, 
shipped on a competing road. 

The "Victo y” gateway being com¬ 
pleted at the main entrance to Stan¬ 
ford University oampus, will be sur¬ 
mounted with bronze sphinxes. Each 
post is formed of rough-hewn yellow 
sandstone blocks, with fonr stone pil¬ 
lars at tbe corners, and with tbe 
sphinxes will measure eighteen feet. 
The gate is to mark Mrs. Stanford’s 
triumph in tbe government snit. 

Engineer Vaughn returned to San 
Bernardino, after having rnn a survey 
for the Santa Fe Railroad from Victor, 
in a straight line to Parker, on tbe 
Colorado river, fifty miles below 
Needles. This is simply to serve as a 
notice on the Suntbern Paoifio that if 
tbe latter buys the Atlantic and Pa¬ 
cific Railroad at tbe sale next July the 
i Santa Fe will bnild an independent 
' line to Silver City, N. M. 

Captain Henry L. Howison has 
been selected by the Navy Department 
to command the battleship Oregon, 
just completed at San Francisco. 
The Oregon is a Captain’s command 
and the delay in Commander F. A. 
Cook’s promotion plaoes him entirely 
out of tbe race. Tbe other officers for 
tbe Oregon have not been selected, 
although tbe remainder of tbe detail 
will be made up very shortly. 

Mrs. Jane L. Stanford, as executrix 
of tbe estate of Leland Stanford was 
formally ordered by Jndge Coffey to 
pay into tbe city treasury $335,760, 
tbe amount assessed against tbe estate 
for tbe collateral inberitance tax. 
Judgment was given against Mr 5. 
Stanford a motb ago, but it was not 
entered until lately, when District At¬ 
torney Bastnnes filed the necessary 
paper. 

Holes were drilled over tbe entranoe 
of a cave at Madera oounty, near 
Bates, and Outlaw Jack forced out, 
rather than be blown up with giant 
powder. William Laverone. bia con¬ 
federate, and an ex-convict, from Fol¬ 
som bad been surprised and taken with 
outside gathering chiefs. Tbe cave 
was well stocked with provisions and 


arms. They wore taken to Fresno to 
await trial for robbing M. Asbley of 
$350 and a gold watch. 

The upheaval along tbe shore of 
Coylers Harbor, San Miguel Island, 
which ooourred in March of last year, 
is at last to recieve attention at tbe 
hands of the ooast survey. Tbe ooaat 
survey steamer Gedney, wbiob will 
remain in this harbor until after tbe 
battle ship Oregon’s trial trip, is unden 
orders to proceed to San Mignel, taka 
new soondiag and measurements and) 
draft a new chart of tbe harbor in ac¬ 
cordance with tbe changes.

EDITORIAL OPINIONS. 

The Influx of Italians. 

[New York Sun.J 

Since tbe beginning of this year, and 
obiefly since the middle of Marob, 
about 16,000 immigrants from Italy, 
according to Commissioner Senner, 
bave been landed on Ellis Island. 

Tbia is a great rush for, if we take 
the month of Marob alone, it showed 
9,330 Italian immigrants at tbe port 
of New York, against 3,666 tbe pre¬ 
vious March, and 3,605 tbe year be¬ 
fore. And there ia nothing like the 
same advance in other immigration, 
although there is also some increase 
there, (be total of tbe first three 
months of 1896, including tbe Italian, 
showing 47,601 at this port, against 
28,108 last year, and March showing 
28,050, against 14,842. Tbe years 
1895 and 1894 were far below tbe 
average of the fonr preceding, the two 
combined not equaling the annual 
average of those years; but tbe main 
point just now is that the proportion 
ooming from Italy is exceptional. 

Wbat is tbe cause of this extra in¬ 
flux ? First, tbe wretobed financial 
and poliitoal oondition of Italy, says 
Dr. Senner, with its taxes heavy and 
growing heavier, not even letting tbe 
poorest escape and now the snpetadded 
fear of being forced into tbe army and 
sent off to fight tbe dervishes or tna 
hordes of King Menelek. Next cornea 
reviving prosperity here; for Qflfl «f- 
tbe features of the lnfinx is said to be 
tbe return of a considerable number of 
immigrants who quitted us in former 
years,when tbo bard times oame. 

As to tbe now Italian arrivals, Dr. 
Senner is credited with saying that at 
least half bave been detained for in¬ 
quiry, and that as many as one fifth 
may be debarred, from entering, or 
else deported for the various reasons 
allowed under tbe law. 

Immigration Laws Too Linient. 

[Cleveland World.] 

In all probability Congress will ad¬ 
journ wilbout raising any higher tbe 
barriers to undesirable immigration. 
In tbe meantime shipload after ship¬ 
load of the worst kind of addition to 
the population are coming in. Some of 
them are so obviously misfits that 
even the present law keeps them out. 
A lot of thorn tbe otbor day showed 
! the kind of citizens they would make 
by attacking tbe inspectors with 
knives, daggers and stilettos. Tbe 
courts in tbe large cities spend a large 
share of tbeir time and tbe public 
money in trying tbeir assassins and 
settling tbeir fends. They practice 
cruelty on tbe children in order to 
excite sympathy on tbe streets when 
they beg. 

They are a very undesirablo class 
when they oome here, as many of the 
Italians are now doing, to escape tbe 
enforced military service of tbeir gov¬ 
ernment. No people can make good 
citizens of one country when they 
leave tbeir own for suoh a reason.

Need of the Educational Teat. 

[Minneapolis Tribune.! 

The purpose of the Immigration Re¬ 
striction league and of the bill that 
has been framed under its auspices is 
not tbe exclusion of any immigrants 
whose character and standards fit 
them to become citizens, but a stricter 
regulation of immigration. To this 
end tbe bill provides for tbe exclusion 
of ‘‘all persons between 14 and 60 
years of age who cannot both read and 
write tbe English language or some 
other language.” Tbe advantages of 
this test are thus summed up. It ex¬ 
cludes tbe people we wish to exclude, 
viz: those who are degraded, ignorant 
alike of tbeir own language and of any 
settled occupation, who are incapable 
of appreciating onr institutions and 
standards of living, ana very diffloult 
of assimilation into tbe mass of Amer¬ 
ican citizenship. It secures rudiment- 
ry education on tbe part of all foreign¬ 
ers applying for naturalization. It 
promotes education among those who 
desire to emigrate. It saves tbe hard¬ 
ship to immigrants of making tbe voy¬ 
age in doubt as to admission or exoln- 
sion, and therefore does away in large 
part with tbe separation of families 
which sometimes occurs under existing 
laws. Intending emigrants can tell 
before starting whether they are eli¬ 
gible or not, and can decide whether 
to separate or not

The execution was in eveiy way en¬ 
tirely devoid of aDy sensational fea¬ 
tures. To tbe last Holmes was self- 
possessed and cool, even ta tbe extent 
of giving a word of advice to assistant 
Superintendent Riobardson as tbe lat¬ 
ter was arranging the final details. 
He died as he bad lived, unconcerned 
and thoughtless, apparently, of tbe 
future. 

Wliliain H. Doble, wbo In his time 
was tbe most famous reinsman in the 
world, died at his home, Belmont 
Drive, near Philadelphia, in bis 80th 
year. Mr. Doble was probably tbo 
oldest living driver of trotting horses 
and be was the first man to drive a 
trotter faster than 2:17. This be ac 
complisbed in tbe famous match race 
botween Goldsmith Maid and Lnoy at 
Mystio Park. Boston, early in tbe 
sevenites. His son “Budd” was to 
bave driven tbe Maid, bnt was taken 
ill a few days before tbe race came off. 
His father was substituted and sent 
Goldsmith Maid under the wire in 
2:16.%

TO PEDAL THE OCEAN. 

A BICYCLE BOAT TO CROSS TO LIV¬ 
ERPOOL IN THREE DAYS. 

A Sailor Says Hi* Invention Can 

Hake Forty-five Miles nn Hour—Has Done 
a Mile In Two Minutes—He Has Not the 
Money to Build One. 

To ride a bicycle across tbe Atlantic 
ocean from New York to Liverpool in 
70 hours is the ambition of Charles 
Flint, a Danish sailor man, who is re¬ 
siding now at 148 Columbia street, 
Brooklyn. Mr. Flint came to this coun¬ 
try from Copenhagen 19 years ago. He 
has followed the sea since he was 12 
years old, and he is now 40. 

Two years ago Mr. Flint read an ac¬ 
count of a flying machine, and it gave 
him an idea. He worked on the idea un¬ 
til he had constructed a boat 20 feet 
long, 3 feet wide and 4 feet deep, in 
which was a bicycle attachment con¬ 
necting with a big flywheel and a pro¬ 
peller. Mr. Flint launched this boat in 
the Passaic river, at Newark, aud got 
aboard. He began to work the bicycle 
pedals. The boat moved ahead. Mr. 
Flint said that he made 31 miles an 
hour in the boat. 

“It went so fast that I had to ease 
up,” he said the other day. “It was an 
open boat, and when I went at the rate 
of half a mile a minute it cut under the 
waves, and I had to slow up or swamp 
her. ’ ’ 

This boat was destroyed by fire a 
month after it was made. Now Mr. 
Flint wants to build another boat on the 
same plan, but larger. He has con¬ 
structed the model and claims that when 
the new boat is completed he cau easily 
make 45 miles an hour in it. The new 
boat will be 40 feet long, 5 feet beam 
aud 11 feet deep. It will have a fly¬ 
wheel 7 feet in diameter and a number 
of other wheels connected by gearing 
chains from tho pedals to tho propeller. 

“I calculate,” said the inventor, 
“that by my arrangement a man can 
got ten horsepower out of each leg, 
making 20 horsepower altogether. That 
will be sufficient to send the propeller 
around fast enough to get a speed of 45 
miles an hour, and it won’t be any 
harder to work than a bicycle. Tho ma¬ 
chinery will weigh about 700 pounds, 
and there will be 800 pounds of lead on 
tho keel. She will have a displacement 
of seven tons. It will be nu easy matter 
for three men to cross the Atlantio in 
her in about 70 hours. As the boat will 
be all decked over she cannot bo swamp¬ 
ed. In smooth water I cau take off tbe 
batches. Then, too, I will have water 
tight bulkheads in her.” 

Mr. Flint says that it wonld be easy 
to run her by some motor, but tbat he 
prefers the man power idea, and that it 
is perfectly practicable. Tho only thing 
in the way of completing this boat aud 
getting to Europe iu less than three 
; days or over there and back in less than 
a week is that Mr. Flint has not the 
capital he requires. He says he can 
build the boat for |700, but he is work¬ 
ing for the Barney Dumping company 
aud gets only #15 a week aud has to 
support a wife and two children. To 
the lay mind it seems pretty hard for a 
man to send such a big boat through 
the water at the speed contemplated, 
but Mr. Flint says that ho is certain it 
can bo done.—New York World.

It is as difficult to account for tbe 
animus of such an article, as it is to 
exense its rode breach of courtesy and 
display of editorial ignorance. 

Neither personal grievance nor 
difference of political opinion oan jus¬ 
tify a publio journalist in playiDg tbe 
part of a churl. 

Secretary Morton, as tbe official head 
of the Department of Agricnltnre, re¬ 
presents tbe orchards and vineyards as 
well as tbe grain fields and stock 
ranches of the United States. 

Upon what ground does the editor of 
tbe Chronicle base his assertion that 
4 ‘Mr. Morton is not an expertjin either 
wine-making or frnit growing.” 

We cannot vonch for'Seoretary Mor¬ 
ton’s expert knowledge of the processes 
of wine-making, bnt we willl^state for 
the information of tbe editorial writer 
on the Chronicle, that twenty-four 
years ago tbe fruit grown upon trees 
planted by Mr. Morton's hands, in his 
orchard, near Nebraska City, went to 
make up the Nebraska^State collection 
of fruita which carried off first prize at 
the meeting of the Hortioultnral Asso¬ 
ciation at Richmond, Virginia, at 
which all tbe States of the Union com¬ 
peted. Wo will also state for the edi¬ 
fication and better information of the 
Cbroniole editor, that Mr. Morton has 
been for more than forty years a farmer 
and fruit grower, an able and intelli¬ 
gent leader in'matterg bortionltural as 
well as agricultural, a prominent 
patron not only of [husbandry''but of 
forestry, tbe originator and founder of 
Arbor Day, a member "and mainstay !

High Plateau With Precipitous Side* 

Which Modern Man Has Been Unable to 

Seale—May Contain Prehistoric Animals 

and Trees—Proposed as a Park. 

Perhaps the result of the Venezuela 
boundary commission’s work will be 
the solving of one of the most remark¬ 
able geological enigmas in the world 
and the exploration of what is regarded 
as a unique natural wonderland. This 
remarkable region is a number of ele¬ 
vated and isolated areas of land, situ¬ 
ated ou what the British oall British 
Gniana’s southwestern boundary, which 
is in the disputed territory. It is on the 
British side of the Scbomburgk line. 
A British Guiana newspaper describes 
this region, as far as it is known, and 
expresses tbe hope that the final settle¬ 
ment of the boundary controversy will 
leave it well within British bounds. 
Should there be another result, how¬ 
ever, the newspaper says, the region 
should be made an international park, 
something on tbe plan of the Yellow¬ 
stone park reservation. 

The region is called by the Indians 
“Roraima,” but the several isolated 
areas are known by distinctive names. 
Each consists of what might be called 
an isolated mountain, but is really a 
tableland, comprising an area of 100 or 
more square miles, elevated several 
thousand feet above the surrounding 
country. The rocky sides of tbe moun¬ 
tains are as perpendicular as the Hud¬ 
son river Pulisades and entirely baro of 
vegetation and have defied all attempts 
to scale them. The level summits are

How at Last He llecame a True Expert In 
Patches on Shoes. 

“I thought I wus a connoisseur in 
patches,” said the man of moderate 
means, "for I had four patches on each j Essequibo, 


shoe. I used to langli as I looked at 
them and fancy that I might almost call 
mysolf an expert. But, alas, as I soon 
discovered, I was scarcely more than an 
amateur. 

“In the course of time a new crack 
developed in one of my shoes, in the up¬ 
per, crosswise of tbe shoe and about 
midway between the sole and the tup or 
highest point of the shoe. At the same 
time a patch along the welt on the same 
aide started loose, and I took the shoe 
to the shoemaker. He had pat other 
patches on my shoes in tbe moat perfect 
manner, and he had always treated me 
when I came for a new patch with the 
same politenesa as though I had come 
each time for a pair of new shoes. 

"He looked the shoe over, and said be 
would make one patch to cover both 
places, the place along the welt and the 
new crack in the top. This was obvious¬ 
ly the thing to do. It would make one 
patch instead of two, and so wonld look 
better, and, with its greater area and 
wider distribution of the wearing strain, 
it would last longer than two smaller 
patches. So he put it on that way; run¬ 
ning along the welt and then making a 
turn and running up to cover the craok 
in the top. 

“As I looked at the new L shaped 
patch I realized how limited my pre¬ 
vious knowledge of patches had been. I 
had had many patches, but they had 
been bnt commonplace, just plain, ordi¬ 
nary patches, bnt as I looked at the now 
patch—and looking down at my shoes 
I saw in them (and in the near fntnre, 
if I would keep them in repair) the 
prospective need of other patches, al¬ 
phabetical and geometrical—I knew 
that I was now in a fair way to become 
an expert indeed.”—New York Sun.

The summits have been ob¬ 
served with telescopes, and are known 
to bo as full of plant life as the tropic¬ 
al plains below, bnt beyond this nothing 
is known. * 

Because so little is known of the con¬ 
dition of these tablelands occasion is 
given for all manner of speculation as 
to what exists there. That the vegeta¬ 
tion is quite different from that on the 
plains below the telescope shows, and 
that it should be so is quite natural, as 
the tablelands are 2,000 or more feet 
higher than the plains. While the cli¬ 
mate of the plains is tropical, that of 
the tablelands must be temperate, not 
only because of their elevation, but also 
because of the free play tho winds have 
about them. 

Of the geology of the region this ex¬ 
planation is given: This part of South 
America rose slowly from the sea, 
through successive and remoto ages. The 
Roraima mountains were formed pre¬ 
cisely as wus the rest of the laud, and 1 
are not tho result of volcanic action. 
Hence they must have been above tho j 
ocean long before the surrounding j i 
plains appeared. They stood 2,000 feet I 
above the sea level when the neighbor- 1 1 
iug mountain tops were bnt islands in 
the ocean. In the course of a period, i 
difficult to appreciate, the adjacent val¬ 
leys and plains appeared above tbe wa- : 
ter and became covered with vegetation | 
and auimal life. But the isolated pla- I 
teausof Roraima had a tremendous start 
of the plains below. Here comes the al¬ 
leged ground for the speculation that 
perhaps on these mysterions summits ' 
there exist flora and fauna unlike any 
found elsewhere, forms of life that long ! 
since disappeared from other parts of 
the world, but remained the same on 
these summits because uuuffeotod by the 
influences of communication with the | 
outer world. All sorts of wild guesses 
have been hazarded regarding the exist¬ 
ence of strange reptiles and animals 
umoug the streams and forests of Ro¬ 
raima. 

The cascades falling from the sum¬ 
mits are umoug the highest in the 
world. One is 2,000 feet high, and is 
broad enough to be visible 30 miles 
away. It falls sheer, without a break. 
Tbe mountains from which these cas- , 

I cades fall form the dividing watersheds 
j of the Amazon, the Orinoco and the j 
the three great rivers of i 
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South America, and the waters of the 
cascades flow some to one and some to 
another of these rivers. It is argued 
that to supply these waterfalls there 
must be a considerable body of water 
on the monntain plateaus, and it is nat¬ 
ural to conclude that where there are 
large bodies of water there are fish and 
reptiles. The resulting conclusion that, 
because these fish and reptiles must 
have been isolated ou the mountain 
tops for ages they are likely to ba dif¬ 
ferent from any known species, is re¬ 
garded as quite natural. The mountain 
plateaus form practically little countries 
by themselves like islands, but more 
isolated because the ocean of air that 
surrounds them does not afford the fa¬ 
cilities for communication with other 
islands that the waters of the ocean do. 

One of these plateaus, known as Ku- 
keuham, which is better situated for ob¬ 
servation than any of the others, is esti¬ 
mated to havo an area of 200 square 
miles or more. The smallest, which 
bears the name common to the group, 
Roraima, is estimated to contain 80 to 
140 square miles. 

The story of this mysterious region is 
not new, at least in British Guiana. It 
is many years since any scientific men 
were in the region, but chance travelers 
and gold prospectors happen there at 
odd times, and when they return to 
Demerara they add their little store of 
information and mystification to the 
rest. Schombnrgk pointed out the great 
importance of the region to Great Brit¬ 
ain, as it is tbe dividing watershed, but 
che writer in the British Guiana news¬ 
paper does not say whether the explor¬ 
ing botanist had much to say about the 
wonders and mysteries of the Roraima 
region.—New York Sun.

Too Mach Adulation. 

The Italians are about to erect a mon¬ 
ument to Donizetti, their famous coin- 
poser who wrote sixty-five operas. The 
monument will be raised at Bergamo, 
where he was born In 1707. Donizetti's 
lhe was an example of the evil effect 
of too much adulation. 

He was so completely spoiled by 
praise that he could not endure any¬ 
thing that detracted from the full ef¬ 
fect of his compositions, and his health 
was undermined and his life shortened 
by the nervous effect of paroxystny of 
rage at unsatisfactory performances of 
his work. 

When Donizetti gave public perform¬ 
ances or conducted productions of his 
works at some of the Italian cities, he 
was often met by processions of young 
girls scattering flowers in his path; and 
one admirer caused him to play the 
pinuo on certain oceasions in a room 
completely carpeted with roses pluck¬ 
ed from their stems. 

It is no wonder that he grew to think 
that no one In the world was of so 
much consequence as he. Occasionally 
it was possible for the public to sympa¬ 
thize with his insistence on his rank 
as a master of his art. 

He onee gave a performance on the 
piano before the Czar. As he was play¬ 
ing, the Czar began to talk with one of 
the people who accompanied him. 
Thereupon Donizetti stopped playing 
abruptly and left the piano. Presently 
the Emperor approached him aud said; 

“Why did you cease playing; 

“Because, sire,” answered the Ital¬ 
ian, “when the Czar speaks, all the rest 
of the world should he silent!” 

There was nothing to be said in re¬ 
joinder to this Machiavellian response, 
and the Emperor had to accept his re¬ 
buke. 

Tft Prevent Hydrophobia. 

A correspondent writos that nbout six 
years ago he saw an item in a newspa¬ 
per stating that a German physician 
was going to die, and he wished to make 
known the discovery he had made in re¬ 
lation to tho treatment of a mad dog 
bite. The prescription he never knew to 
fail, and he had tried it many times 
with men, cattle and horses. It is this: 
Simply wash the wound as soon as pos¬ 
sible in a little warm vinegar and wa¬ 
ter, aud put a few drops of muriatic 
ncid into the wound. This will neutral¬ 
ize the poison aud prevent the disease 
which usually proves fatal.—Boston 
Journal.

scribes the phenomenon: 

“The rotary wind flaw catches the 
snow and rolls it up like a muff in cy¬ 
lindrical form. Most that I saw were 
about eight inches wide and eight inches 
in diameter, hollowed at the two ends. 
They are in effect isosceles triangles of 
snow roiled up on the vertex. ” 

The same phenomenon occurred about 
12 years ago. Some of tbe wind made 
snowballs were us large as half barrels. 

Chicago was visited by a most singu¬ 
lar meteorological phenomenon a few 
nights since. Black snow, yellow snow 
and brown snow fell in blinding clouds 
over the entire city, and reports from 
subnrban towns brought the news that 
the varicolored storm was not un exclu¬ 
sive Chicago production. 

The chief of the weather bureau at 
Washington says: 

“The black snow that has lately fallen 
in Chicago and the northwest is similar 
to the great fall of January, 1895, the 
nature of which was thoroughly investi¬ 
gated by the weather bureau at that 
time. Notwithstanding the theoretical 
suggestion that the black deposit on last 
January might have come from beyond 
the earth and might be meteoric or co- 
metic, or might even bo the volcanic 
dust from Alaska or Japan, careful in¬ 
vestigation showed that it was due to 
none of these causes. 

“On tho contrary, microscopic exami¬ 
nation proved that the black deposit 
contained about 4 per cent of the most 
delicate organic structures (such as dia¬ 
toms and spores) and about 96 per cent 
of the finest possible iuoragnio matter, 
such as makes up the ordinary fine silt 
and clay soils. All this fine material is 
easily caught up by the dry winds when¬ 
ever they exceed 20 miles per hour aud 
is carried to great distances before it
